| MOSCOW, Wednesday, Nov. 18. 
| (P)—German troops at a cost of 
/1,000 casualties gained slightly in 
a Stalingrad factory district yes- 
terday while far to the north in 
the Leningrad siege area the Nazis 
and Russians were engaged “in 
‘violet street fighting” on the out- 


cently recaptured, it was an- 
nounced early today. 

The Russians seized a town on 
the Volkhov front east of Lenin- 


grad several days ago, and the 
Germans have been attacking 
heavily ever since in an effort to 
retake it, the midnight 
‘nique disclosed. 

After repelling six attacks all 
yesterday the Germans 
brought up reinforcements and 
“succeeded in breaking into the 
outskirts of a populated place,” 
‘the communique said. “Our units 
are engaged in violent street 
fighting.” 

When the Russians seized the 
‘town they stressed its strategical 
‘importance in weakening Nazi at- 
‘tempts to encircle Leningrad 
which has been under siege for 
‘more than two years, but the city 
never has been identified. 

In the Caucasus the Russians 
said their troops gained on the 
Nalchik front. driving the Ger- 
out of fortified positions 
near one village, disabling five 
Nazi tanks, and wiping out about 
a company of German infantry. 

Northeast of Tuapse where the 
Germans have be trying to skirt 
the Caucasus mountains along the 
Black Sea coast the communique 
said 400 more Germans were kill- 
ed in unsuccessful attempts to 
crash through Soviet lines. 

In the Stalingrad sector the Rus- 
troops repulsed 
numerous Nazi attacks, but ac- 
knowledged that “in a factory part 
of the city the Germans pressed 
back our troops after two days’ 
fighting.” These slight Nazi pene- 
trations and _ successful Soviet 
counterattacks have been  occur- 
ring for weeks on that stalemated 
part of the front, however. 

Aside from 1,000 casualties suf- 
fered Tuesday, th Russians said 
the Germans lost 60 trucks, five 
guns, 15 mortars, 28 machineguns 
and 10 blockhouses.

The formula, already in use in 
the new Ford armor plate plant, 
substitutes water-cooled dies for 
water tanks, sprays and straight- 
ening machines. It steps up de- 
\liveries of armor plate to tank 
builders and reduces the straight- 
'ening of armor plate to one short 
operation. It is applied to the 
metal immediately after it has 
been put through a heat-treat fur- 
nacing in which the armor is fired 
to shell-resisting hardness. 

The conventional method of 
processing armor plate consists of 
cooling furnace-hot plate by 
sprays and immersions.§ after 
which it must be flattened in huge 
presses, This operation, according 
'to Ford engineers, requires at least 
'two hours to complete. 

In the new process the almost 
‘inevitable buckling and warping 
| between cooling and flattening is 
prevented. A giant water-cooled 
die-press is connected by a roller 
track to a continuous furnace 
through which the metal passes 
during the heat-treat hardening 
process, 

The slab of blast-red armor 
plate is pushed automatically over 
the rollers to the water-cooled dies 
which grip it in 2,500 tons of pres- 
sure. The straightening and cool- 
ing job is accomplished in three

| President Roosevelt’s Talk 
On Arrangement With Darlan 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(4)— 
The following is the text of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's statement today 
on the political arrangements made 
by Lieutenant Dwight D. Elisen- 
hower in North Africa: 


“IT have accepted General Eisen- 
hower’s political arrangements 
made for the time being in North- 
ern and Western Africa. 

“I thoroughly understand and 
approve the feeling in the United 
States and Great Britain and 
among all the other United Na- 
tions that in’ view of the history 
of the past two years no perma- 
nent arrangement should be made 
with Admiral Darlan.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(/)—

On Two Fronts 

The good news from the southern Solomons 
comes at exactly the right time. For it brings 
assurance that we are able to handle both our 
enemies, take care of the European fight against 
Nazi Germany and the Pacific struggle against 
the Japanese at the same time. 

Neither the successful occupation of North 
Africa nor the great naval victory around 
Gaudalcanal, however, should be taken for any- 
thing more than what they are, that is, merely 
steps toward the greater strategy of complete 
victory to come. Good and satisfactory steps, to 
be sure, but by no means decisive. 

The great gain of the African success will 
be, when it is complete, that we shall have a 
place from which we can strike increasingly 
telling blows against the Axis in Europe. It

and gives it to us. No longer must we wait, 
wond*ring where the next German blow will 
fall.

at least. After suffering the crippling losscs

‘Suture. While we hold Gaudalcanal, our life- 
Zines of supply to Australia are reasonably safe. 

This means we can steadily proceed with 
‘the preparation of that gr-ut offensive which 
"will, ultimately, reach the home territory of 
Japan. Incidentally, if we are to effectively 
_remove the Japanese menace, we must land our 
troops on Japan proper and march in victory 
4hrough the streets of Tokyo and other Japa- 
Nese cities. The Japanese hold a firm religious 
belief that no foreign enemy can ever set foot 
upon their shores. Unless we prove the falsity 
“of this, they will feel more secure than ever 
“and, in a few years after peace, begin prepar- 
.4ng anew for another armed assault on the 
Occidental world. There mus. be no premature 
peace with either of the great enemies, not 
though they come begging for armistice, least 
of all with Japan 

We have. within the week, heard the best 
news of the war, to date, from both the great 
battle areas. 

We must not permit over-optimism to lessen 
our efforts, nor render us less able, in morale, 
te take the setbacks which, inevitably, are yet 
to come.

Guinea. 

If, as now appears probable, we succeed in 
capturing the Japanese base at Buna, we Shall 
have removed what has been, perhaps, the 
greatest threat to the Australian mainland. The 
Japanese, of course, wantec to capture Port 
Moresby and make this the jumping off place 
for their contemplated inva:ion of Australia. 
Their failure in that attempt was the first 
genuine setback they had experienced in land 
fighting. 

Now, if we can clear them entirely out of 
New Guinea by capturing their main base there, 
Buna, we shall, for the present at least, have 
remcved ‘he threat to Australia. Victory in 
New Guinea, combined with our successful hold- 
ing of Gaudalcanal, would assure our defense of 
Australia and provide us with the first step of 
the successive advances across the Pacific which 
must, eventually, carry us to Japan proper.

Josephus Daniels that we adopt a constitutional amendment re- 
moving the requirement that treaties be ratified by a two-thirds 
majority of the senate. 

As one of our elder statesmen, Mr. Daniels has hit upon an idea 
that may have far-reaching effects on the prob- 

Jems of post-war adjustment. 

What he is seeking to avoid is a repetition 
of the political conniving that permitted a 
small band of senate irreconcilables to scuttle 
the League of Nations protocol after the last 
World War and pave the way for the world 
conflict that is now upon us. 

No one can say that the present war might 
not have been avoided if the League of Na- 
tions had been adopted by the leading world 
powers of the, time and its concepts rigidly 
adhered to. Germany would have never been 
allowed to rearm, in the first place, and her 
early aggressions would have been stamped out 
by an international concert of nations. : 

The League failed chiefly because it was 
-rejected by its sponsor nation, the United 
States When President Wilson, who fathered 
the idealistic scheme, was unable to secure its 

adoption by the American senate, the other nations allowed it to 


languish and fall.

young men we had a 
The Constitution was Tom McRae, of McRae, Ga. 
He was turned down early in the selective service because of 
his eyes. They took him in a few months ago. 

. I have had a letter from him, apologizing 
for borrowing a ‘book four years ago and re- 
turning it after being inducted. He was a great 
reader, with the old-fashioned morning news- 
paper habit of staying up until 3 or 4 o'clock 
in the morning and sleeping until noon 

He was, of course, horrified at having to get 
up at 4 o'clock in the morning. 

His letter inspired me to think, “See here, 
now, Private McRae, what about those eyes? 

Because his letter reveals that despite glasses 
he was one of four men in his company, 328 
men, to qualify as an expert rifleman. 

“IT never did quite learn how to hold my 
rifle, for my lip took an awful beating. I would 
shoot and spit blood, but being liver-lipped for 
a few days was a small price to pay for one 
of those beautiful medals. I was appalled at 

my vanity. When the company commander gave 
me my medal I am sure I experienced an emo- 
tion as great as Lieutenant O’Hare when the President gave him 
the Congressional Medal.” 
_ His letter also reveals that he had a 49 out of a possible 50 in 
his qualifying round, rapid fire, from a sitting position. That is 
good shooting, the sitting position not being an easy one. 


WORK TO DO For mothers who might be interested in what 
oe their sons may have to do, in addition to sol- 
diering, I think Mr? McRae’s letter may be of additional interest. 
“So far, the details I’ve caught haven’t been so bad. The first 
time on K. P., the mess sergeant had me cleaning a doughnut ma- - 
chine, which was the dirtiest thing I’ve seen in the Army except 
some few of its personnel. Due to my ignorance and awksvardness, 
I was soon bleeding about the fingers. I didn’t know steel wool 
was such a vicious cleaning material. At the sight of the blood, 
I exclaimed proudly that I'd already begun to bleed for the four 
freedoms, but added as an afterthought, that I trusted it would be 
the last time.” 

(If your son does not have a sense of humor, try to get him 
one. It’s a great help in the Army—as well as elsewhere.) - 

“I also had the distinction of helping clean up the general's 
headquarters the day he showed up. I was wielding a mop, and 
very proficiently, too, at the time I didn’t know whether to drop 
the mop and salute, or bring the mop to presefit arms. They solved 
it for me by not entering. 

“Most of the men here at are from the east and have 
strange names, like Zompetti, Zanuccki, Zamboski, Piaslkowsigy, 
Racciaggio, and so on. I had not realized they also were Ame 
cans until I got here. I live in a tent with a Jew from Philadel- 
phia, and Irishman named O'Riley from Long Island, an, Italian 
from New Haven, a German from Iowa, and a Swede from Minne- 
sota. It’s good for the mind. And for Americanism.” 

Mr. McRae is fortunate to be under a tough sergeant, with an 
Army vocabulary gleaned from 27 years in the Army. ‘ 

“For several weeks I've been attending the supply and admin- 
istration school. I don’t know if this means I'll do office work or 
not. The soldiers in this school are known to the truck drivers, 
blacksmiths, welders, mechanics, motorcycle riders, etc., as ‘those 
pencil-pushing py 

Private McRae has done his share of digging ditches, trenches, 
fox holes, and has also learned to march 12 miles in four hours. 


THIS MAN’S ARMY We are proud of our Private McRae, as 
we are of the almost 100 men who have 
gone from The Constitution. 

I publish parts of his letter because of this fact, and also because 
I get so many letters from mothers saying their son has always been 
a quiet, studious sort of boy with a liking for books and they are 
fearful of what the Army will do for him. 

Tom McRae used to average reading about a book and a half @ 
day. He was a quiet, modest, but capable young man; whom every- 
one liked and respected—one of the very best. 

He tried to get into a number of things, but his eyes kept him 
out of everything, including the draft, until the restrictions were 
modified. 

I hope he will not mind my making his letter an answer to the 
fearful mothers who write in for advice and assistance. 

The Army will be good for them—if their mothers haven't ruined 
them beyond redemption. 

A sense of humor is invaluable. 

That asset can make the work jobs seem funny, and ease the 
weariness caused by marching 24 miles a day and digging a few 
ditches. 

There is a lot of difference—if one is sent to clean the doughnut 
machine, in regarding skinned fingers as bleeding for the four free- 
doms, rather than viewing the whole job as depressing, unfair, harsh 
treatment which makes one hate the Army.

A Frankfurter Might Design a 


Dam, But It Takes a Kaiser 
To Build One

‘New combat plane had been given all of the standard tests, 
and military authorities had given it their final approval. Then 
the pilot who had flown it sQggested that the aerial be moved. Its 
location made it virtually impossible for the pilot to bail out in 
emergency. 

The fault was easily corrected. The point is that it was apparent 
to the pilot, who might have been killed by it, but not apparent to 
the designers. The designers thought in terms of theory, not of 
practice. 

Some time ago there was criticism of our light artillery by some 
of the combat officers who had used it in battle. ._ The result of the 
criticism was never made public, but the reason for it was. 

The guns were designed and approved by men who never had 
tried them in the field or under combat conditions. The men Who 
actually used the guns quickly discovered their faults, but higher 
officers, who had approved the guns without field experience, had 
been unable to see any imperfections. 

You have read the story of the tank lighter designed by the 
Bureau of Ships. It was a small flat boat designed to carry a tank 
from ship to beach. 

Higgins, who had learned boat construction by building boats, 
told the bureau people it wouldn’t work. He offered to build one, 
and did, and the two lighters were given their first trial at the 
same time. 

The Higgins boat performed faultlessly, but the bureau boat 
proved a pathetic failure. It not only failed to reach shore, but it 
came close to losing both its crew and the tank it carried. 

Each case reveals the same basic blunder that causes nearly all 
of Washington’s serious and costly failures. The mistake is in 
trusting capable theorists to do a practical job without the help of 
a practical man who has learned by doing. 

Theorists are necessary, and they may do nothing worse.than 
waste money when empowered to experiment with a nation and 
play with social reforms; but the tough job of harnessing a nation 
for war needs level-headed, practical men who know how to make 
things work and have proved it by their achievements. 

If you plan a trip through the jungles of Brazil, no Harvard 
professor can advise you as well as a man who has been there.

MACON, Ga., Nov. 17.—(A)— 
Georgia Baptists in convention 
here were told today that “in the 
last five years, from 1937 to 1942, 


108,694 new members have been 
baptized” in the denomination’s 
2,500 churches in the state. 

“Pastors,, Sunday school super- 
intendents, B. W. M. U. presidents, 
training Union presidents, deacons, 
Sunday school teachers and other 
church officials in our state num- 
ber around 75,000,” a report on 
missions prepared for presentation 
to the convention tonight declared. 

In an afternoon session of the 
two-day meeting, Dr. Frederick 
E. Porter, pastor of the First 
Baptist church at Columbus, was 
elected president of the state con- 
vention, succeeding Dr. Ellis Tull- 
er. Dr. Fuller, former pastor of 
the First Baptist church at At- 
lanta, was recently elected presi- 
dent of the Southern Baptist Sem- 
inary at Louisville, Ky. 

Four vice presidents re-elected 
without opposition were Morgan 
Blake, of Atlanta; R. T. Russell, of 
Waycross; C. C. Davidson, of Co- 
lumbus, and G. J. Davis, of At- 
lanta. Dr. B. D. Ragsdale, of Ma- 
con, was re-elected secretary, and 
S. B. King, of Blakely, was chosen 
treasurer. 

James W. Merritt, executive 
secretary, delivered a report of 
the executive committee showing 
gifts to the Georgia Bapfist Con- 
vention for the first ten months of 
1942 amounted to $16,229, an in- 
crease of $171,374 over the pre- 
vious year. 

The report said the increase was 
expected to provide the enlarged 
amount allocated to-state missions 
this year by the convention last 
year to’ meet expanding needs in 
camp communities and defense 
areas. ; 

“Substantial progress has been 
made by the committee in work in 
camp communities,” the report 
declared, “this is now an impor- 
tant and growing part of our state 
missions. . .. It is quite clear that 
this work must be continued and 
enlarged as needs continue to arise 
and challenging opportunities pre- 
sent themselves.” 

During the same period Georgia 
Baptists contributed $45,355 to the 
Baptist Hundred Thousand Club, 
an increase of $10,775 over the 
corresponding period last year. All 
gifts to this club go to the pay- 
ment of the Southern Convention 
debt. 

The committee recommended a 
budget of $286,735 for 1943 and 
called on the convention to in- 
struct all interests provided for 
not to increase their indebtedness

“Here came my mistake,” Mr. 
Roosevelt continued. “I yielded to 
the clamor. I did so partly in 
realization of the certainty that if 
the news of the sinking were given 
out two or three weeks later it 
would be publicly charged that 
the news had been suppressed by 
me until after the election. 

Facts “Paramount.” 

“Shortly thereafter protests 
came from the admirals in com- 
mand in the southwest 
and at our great base in Hawaii 
on the ground that, in all proba- 
bility, the Japanese navy had no 
information of the sinking and 
that handing them the information 
on a silver platter—although we 
were careful not to reveal the

In a sarcastic reference to the 
recent second front clamor here 
and abroad at the time prepara- 
tions were ripening for American 
intervention in North Africa, 
Welles suggested that Americans 
‘now can evaluate the: clamor at 
‘its true worth. 
| “They now realize,” he said, 
“that the prodding of our self-ap- 
pointed pundits, who were con- 
stantly demanding the creation of 
a second front, was not required, 
_and that the carefully thought out 
|plans for the second front now in 
\being had long since been conceiv- 
,ed, and were already in process 
of realization while the clamor of 
these critics went on.” 

“They can now fully evaluate,” 
he continued, “‘the lack of vision 
and of knowledge of those who 
demanded the abandonment of 
our whole policy toward the 
French people... .” 

Without referring directly to the 
bewilderment and disappointment 
voice in Fighting French and oth- 
er quarters over the emergence of 
Jean Darlan in the North African 
picture, Welles stressed that: 

“During these first days all ar- 
rangements which we may make 
with Frenchmen in North Africa 
are solely military in char- 
acter. .4 .” 

He added: 

“It is the hope of all of us that 
all Frenchmen who represent or 
who are part of the forces of re- 
sistance to Hitler will unite as 
one in the support of our mili- 
tary endeavor.” 

The final and crushing defeat 
of the Axis, however, will be but 
the prelude to the gruelling task 
of building a new world based 
on the four freedoms. That task, 
Welles warned, will require more 
than toil and sweat: it will call 
for the exercise of “all of the wis- 
dom which men of today have 
gained from the experience of the 
past.”

“The posters that tell you,

tory. Lose talk is the damp in the 
powder. We prefer to keep our 
powder dry.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said that “a gi- 
gantic job” lies ahead—with bat- 
tle lines stretching from Kiska in 
the Aleutians to Murmansk, from 
Tunisia to Guadalcanal.

Is Bad as Axis, 
Authority Says 


Dr. Weston A. Price 
Points to Dangers 
Facing World. 


The civilized world faces as 
great a danger in physical and 
‘mineral degeneration as it does 
‘from the Axis partners, Dr. Wes- 
ton A. Price, Cleveland lecturer, 
scientist and dental authority, de- 
clared here last night. 

Speaking to a meeting of the 
Fifth District Dental Society in the 
Biltmore hotel, Dr. Price declared: 

“Unless the so-called civilized 
races find the courage to teach 
new generations to eat the proper 
foods, the civilized world stands to 
be overrun by primitive races.” 


Soviet Strength. 


The Russians and Japanese, he 
continued, are stronger because 
vital minerals have not been re- 
moved from the food they eat. Both 
are stronger races, Dr. Price as- 
serted, because they get more of 
vitamin 
tamin—from eating such foods as 
fish eggs. 
| Less civilized races also have 
better eyesight because they get 
more vitamin “A” from milk, he 
said, adding: 
| “Drinking milk is no assurance 
of obtaining the proper amount of 
‘vitamin ‘A.’ The cows that pro- 
duce the milk must be given the 
proper food in order to produce 
the required vitamins.” 

Rapid Degeneration. 


The physical, mental and moral 
degeneration of civilized man is 
“more rapid than we think,” Dr. 
Price declared. His observation 
was based on years of research 
among primitive racial stocks. 

As a means of combating mal- 
nutrition, Dr. Price urges special 
courses in proper feeding in high 
schools. 

“The race is degenerating be- 
cause parents are unfit to have 
children,” he said. “Out of the av- 
erage family, the first child is 
usually fairly strong. Others are 
‘less strong, in the order of their

LONDON, England, Monday.—On Friday evening a few old 
friends dined with us and on Saturday I went over to make a 
recording early in the morning. On my return to the apartment, 
I had a very interesting talk with Mr. Ernest 
Bevin and Mr. Ince. After that, the high com- 
missioners of four dominions came to call and 
General Smuts also dropped in. 

I feel sorry that I have not been able to see 
much of the work done here for, and with, the 
dominion groups, but in many ways it seems to 
be similar to the work done by the British an 
Americans. . 

I stopped at the British-Speaking Union a 
little later.and met a number of their board 
members and other distinguished guests. I saw 
a distributing post from which gifts from the 
English-Speaking Unions in America are issued. “"o™™ ata 
They say they have been sent a tremendous number of very useful 
things and are most grateful. 

Second-hand garments can be given out without coupons, just 
as it is being done in other depots. That means a great deal to 
people who have been bombed out and have nothing left. Then 
we went to another room, where guides are furnished to Americans 
over here and any information Americans may desire can be ob- 
tained. I think this is a most valuable service, because if anything 
is more confusing than to land in London and be friendless, it is 
to find oneself alone in New York City. 
in a fog, you are apt to be a long while finding your way again. 
People have been known to take four hours to reach a place where 
in ordinary times could be walked in 15 minutes. 

I think one of the greatest difficulties for our American men 
is the fact that there really are so few ways of getting about. After 
a comparatively early hour, the buses and trains become fewer as 
time goes by and the blackout is so gloomy it is far pleasanter to 
stay in a well-lighted, cheerful house, even though every curtain 
must be carefully drawn and not one light must shine out through 
a chink. 

You have to become accustomed to getting in, out and around 
brick walls, which are erected to keep light from shining from the 
doorway. Where that protection has not been built, the light has 
to be turned out before the door is opened, or there is a heavy 
black curtain inside the door. This is one of the reasons why I 
feel it is so impoMant that plenty of entertainment should be pro- 
vided during the winter at our American Red Cross centers and at 
the camps themselves. 

I lunched with a large group of old Allenswood school friends. 
Mrs. C. C. L. Fitzwilliams arranged the luncheon and it was so 
pleasant and interesting to see these companions of my girlhood 
days in England. We have all changed a great deal, but some of 
us have kept characteristics, which make us recognizable in spite 
of intervening years. 

A short movie was shown of Mrs. Fitzwilliams’ country house, 
Greatford Hall, where her husband has developed the growing of 
watercress.

When these important mus- 
cles are in good tone and are held 
up, the muscles in the lower back 
are also strengthened and the 
curve is decreased. 

There are a number of exercises 
which are extremely helpful in 
correcting sway back. A simple 
exercise is to sit on the floor with 
the small of the back pressed 
against the wall and the lower ab- 
dominal muscles pulled up and in. 
All you have to do is to sit in this 
position for two five-minute pe- 
riods a day. But to carry the bene- 
‘fit over, make a habit of sitting to 
‘work in this same position—but- 
| tocks against the chair back, your 
back straight and the abdominal 
muscles pulled up and in. 

When your back feels tired, 
nothing beats the knee-chest posi- 
ition. Get down on all fours, weight 
supported on knees and forearms, 
head resting on the folded hands. 
First relax the muscles, then arch 
| your back in the air like a mad 
icat. Push high with the middle of 
ithe back as you pull up and in 
‘with the abdominal muscles. 
| Here’s another good back-rester: 
‘Lie on back on floor, knees bent, 
'feet on floor. While in that posi- 
‘tion, press the small of the back 
‘flat against the floor. This necessi- 
‘tates contracting the ebdominal 
'muscles and strengthens them. 
'Hold and release. Repeat from 
‘eight to 10 times. Progress by rais-

tion of any one.” 

My goodness! I thought the gen- 
eral effect of that article would be 
beneficial. I did not believe there 
was anything in it that would dis- 
courage anybody. 
| If the Missourian really had 
Syphilis 30 years ago, as he says, 
'his present condition would indi- 
‘cate that he must have developed 
‘excellent immunity and should the 
| disease ever again become active 
'that immunity plus a course of 
medical treatment will probably 
control it. 

As for the tight feeling or pres- 
sure in the head—that hardly sug- 
gests syphilis. Such a common 
complaint is due perhaps to ex- 
cessive smoking, or to some other 
condition unrelated to syphilis. Of 
course, there should be a hemo- 
globin and red corpuscle count and 
chemical and microscopical uri- 
nalysis. 

I agree with the patient's doctor 
-——the patient has nothing to wor- 
ry about so far as syphilis is con- 
cerned.
